MEMORIAL of Thomas Harvey, for the erection of a Lighthouse on 
Cable Island : 

TO the Corporation (or Commissioners) for improving the Port of Dublin &c. 

THE Memorial of Thomas Harvey of Youghal, in the County of Cork 
Respectfully Sheweth, J ’ 

That the Memorialist has been for many years engaged in trade and shipping 
concerns, and being desirous to promote a measure which he believes would be of 
public benefit, he takes the liberty of stating to your Board that he has repeatedly 
heard the opinion of masters of vessels respecting the erection of a Lighthouse on 
Cable Island, which lies near the coast at the western side of Youghaf Bay, which 
opinion has invariably been, that a Light on said Island would be of most import- 
ant advantage to vessels bound to the port of Youghal, to those passing up and 
down Channel to and from Dublin, Liverpool, &c. as also to those comin<r to this 
part of the coast from the English and Bristol Channels. 

That within a few years several losses have occurred within the Bay of Youghal 
and on the neighbouring coast, which it was believed would not have happened 
had there been a Light on Cable Island. 

Your Memorialist therefore respectfully requests that you will take such 
measures to ascertain the utility of placing a Light on said Island, as you may 
consider necessary, believing that such inquiry will satisfy you thereof, and hoping 
that a measure tending to the preservation of property and human life will be 
enected without unnecessary delay.

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OPINION of Ship Masters referred to. 

WE the undersigned Master Mariners and Masters of vessels trading to the 
South of Ireland, having experienced both danger and inconvenience from the 
want of a Light on the coast in the neighbourhood of Youghal Bay, give it as our 
opinion that a Light on Cable Island would be of incalculable service both to our 
foreign and domestic trade, as there is no Light from the Old Head, Kinsale to 
the Hook Tower, a great extent of coast, and where vessels are frequently em- 
bayed, (but Cork Light, which is merely a harbour one) ; and it would be par- 
ticularly of service to vessels approaching the land from the Atlantic Ocean, the 
Lands’ End of England, or the Bristol Channel, as well as in leading vessels clear 
of those dangerous rocks called the “ Smiths,” and directing for the harbours of 
Cork, Youghal, and Waterford. And we are further of opinion that the affecting 
wreck of the ship Weare, of Bristol, at Ballycotton, and the stranding of the brig 
Hero, in Youghal Bay this winter, both bound for Cork, as well as several of the 
wrecks of transports ami valuable merchantmen which have happened in this 
quarter, would probably not have occurred had there been a Light as above pro- 
posed, to have shown them in time their situation, and so guarded them against the 
danger into which they afterwards unhappily fell.

ON the 2d instant I made a careful inspection of Cable Island, and the line ot 
coast from Cork to Waterford, and in giving the subject of this Memorial my most 
careful attention, it appears to me that Cable Island would not be a desirable 
situation for a passing Light on that part of the coast, from its vicinity to Cork 
Lighthouse, even if such a Light became absolutely necesssary, of which there is 
not sufficient evidence, and as a local Light could be of little service, unless thcie 
was a second Light placed at the entrance into Youghal harbour.
